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The Prospect 


The splendid successes achieved by the allied armies 
during the last six weeks have greatly encouraged the peo­ 
ple of the allied nations and strengthened the hope that 
the great world war is approaching the final phases. 
We should not he unmindful of the stern fact, how­ 
ever, glorious as our victories have been, that while we 
have made large captures of prisoners, of guns, large anc 
small, vast quantities of ammunition and supplies and a 
wide expanse of territory, our armies have 
eliminated 
for all time, the menace to Paris and the channel ports, 
the great 
hostile army of the Huns is still intact 
and 
capable of inflicting enormous loss. 
The war must he won on the western front and won 
not by the capture of territory or prisoners, not even bv 
driving the Germans to the border, but by the destruction 
of the Hun armies as a fighting force. 
The hope seems justified now that General Foch will 
be able to dislodge the enemy from the defenses of tin* 
Hindenburg line and lo compel a retreat to the front iii 
before winter comes and puts an end to active campaign­ 
ing. 
As a matter of course, if that result can be brought 
about, the effect on the morale of the German army and 
the German people will be tremendously harmful, but un­ 
less that consequence results in the disintegration of tile 
army or the breaking down of home support the war is 
not yet won. 
If Ludendorff can execute a successful retreat from 
the Hindenburg line and escape the clutches of Foch, we 
must follow up again at the frontier, perhaps this fall and 
certainly next spring, the work of disabling permanently 
the Hun fighting forces. 
This war, like all others, can only be won by the de­ 
struction of the hostile armies, and that may he d o n e 1>\ 
our own armies in the field, or by a failure of support of 
the civilian population, resulting from 
discouragement 
and utter breaking down of the morale of both soldiers 
and civilian population. 
Foehns decisive victories, if carried to the frontier, 
may bring the disruption of the enemy forces by destruc­ 
tion of morale. 
In any event we must not expect the end to come until 
the work of destroying the enemy's armies has been more 
pronounced in its successes than it is at the present time.

zone which has been carefully g a t h e r - 
cd up and sent here for restoration. 
Fivo thousand persons are employ­ 
ed in renovating and repairing this 
w reckage. 
The m aterial thus saved 
and restored to u se o r sold amounted 
in value last month to $2,ROO,OOO. 
In the big battle around 
Chateau- 
Thierry. as our fighting men went 
o v er the top they were followed close­ 
ly by detachm ents of non-combatant 
troops to grope am id the wreckage 
and debris and save it from complete 
abandonm ent and loss. 
Each d etac h­ 
m en t comprised 2!) enlisted men and 
an officer. 
They had trucks and d er­ 
rick s and all ihe paraphernalia for 
gathering broken-down cannon, rifles, 
cartridge belts, helm ets, clothing, and 
the vast stores of abandoned arm s 
and m aterial left in the track pf 
a 
contest, and to send it back to the 
salvage depot here. 
S trange things have come out of 
this war. but none stra n g er than this 
gigantic salvage plant 
va here every­ 
thing from crippled guns and cannon 
to old arm y shoes and caps is saved 
from total loss and turned back to 
som e useful end ai the front. 
At first 
people looked at it as a freak. There 
w as nothing like it in tile civil w ar 
or the more recent modern wars. 
It 
start ahi on a sm all scale 
with 
200 
hands, 
But now. after a few months, it 
is a m onster Industry, with huge 
buildings and tow ering stacks. It 
will save the governm ent $35,000,-
